Valuation Day -What It Means To You 


Although “Valuation Day” (or “V Day” as it has come to be called) 
will not be remembered in histogy as long as D-Day or V.E.-Day or V.J.-Day, 
for the moment it is causing some consternation among Canadian taxpayers. 
Despite all the analyses and press articles about the capital gains tax and Valu¬ 
ation Day, many Canadians will not be affected. In fact, for the majority of 
people, no immediate action need pr should be taken. However, it is in every¬ 
one's interest to understand what Valuation Day is and why they should do 
about it.

VALUATION DAY ITSELF 

The principle of Valuation Day is simple: since Canada now proposes to 
introduce capital gains taxation into its tax system, some kind of special pro¬ 
vision is necessary to avoid taxing gains which took place before the introduc¬ 
tion of the capital gains tax. To do otherwise, would be to engage in retro¬ 
active taxation. There must, therefore, be a date where the value of property 
owned by a taxpayer is established so as to permit measurement of the gains 
from that day forward. 

On the assumption that the fairest method would be to announce Valu¬ 
ation Day after the day has passed, the Government has provided for two valu¬ 
ation dates; one in relation to publicly traded securities and the other in rela¬ 
tion to any other assets. These dates must be after June 18, 1971 and may be 
before or after the proposed tax legislation becomes law. Thus the much-antici¬ 
pated “Valuation Day” should probably be referred to as “Valuation Days”, 
although nothing requires that the two valuation days be on different dates. 

It may be that Valuation Day has already passed. Most experts, how¬ 
ever, feel that Valuation Day will be on or very close to the day on which the 
new system commences. Despite the fact that Valuation Day may already have 
passed, gains realized as a result of transactions prior to December 31st, 1971, 
will not be taxable.

WHAT WILL BE TAXABLE 


In general, the nev? Capital Gains Tax will be calculated on one-half of 
net capital gains realized (and sometimes assumed to be realized as will be 
seen below) in a taxation year. In determining taxable income, capital losses 
will be allowed as a deduction. 

Capital Gains Tax is normally payable only when a gain is realized. In 
certain circumstances, however, the tax authorities may treat the taxpayer as 
if a capital gain had been realized. For example, when a person dies, leaves the 
country or makes a gift, the capital gains tax will be applied as if the pro¬ 
perty has been sold. No tax, however, would be payable on property gifted or 
passing on death to a husband or wife. 

Capital Gains will be measured by comparing sale proceeds to the higher 
of cost or Valuation Day value and losses by a comparison to the lower of cost 
or Valuation Day value. This creates what is known as the “tax free zone.” 
This means that property can increase in value after Valuation Day, and yet 
be disposed of without capital gains tax, provided the actual cost was greater 
than the proceeds of the sale. For example, an asset with a value of $7,500.00 
on Valuation Day, with an original cost of $10,000.00, and sold for less than 
$10,000.00 would be subject to Capital Gains Tax. 

VALUATION OPTIONS 

If the above tax free zone would not be advantageous, taxpayers will 
have the alternative of calculating capital gains and capital losses, on* assets, 
owned on December 31, 1971, as if original cost and value on Valuation Day 
were the same. This alternative must be formally made for all assets prior to 
filing the first income tax return after the 1971 tax year for a year in which 
there was a disposal of any asset subject to capital gain tax. If no assets, 
which would be subject to capital gains tax were sold until 1976 for example, 
then this option need not be made until the return is made for that year. 

The significance of this option is best seen by means of an example. 
Suppose a taxpayer owns a portfolio containing two securities, both common 
stocks in companies A and B respectively.

In this example, it would be to the taxpayer’s advantage to choose the 
option of using the Valuation Day value basis. However, it should be re¬ 
membered that the option does not apply to a separate class of assets, such 
as an investment portfolio, but must be made in respect to all assets. There¬ 
fore, the taxpayer would have to consider what had happened since Valua¬ 
tion Day and what was likely to happen in the future to the value of all 
other assets, including listed personal property (described below) before tak¬ 
ing this option. 

SPECIFIC ITEMS 

Generally speaking, any asset which is now worth more than $1,000 or 
may in the future be sold for more than $1,000 will he subject to a capital 
gains tax. 

One important exception is that again on the disposal of a taxpayer’s 
principal residence will not be subject to tax. However, all other real estate 
including summer cottages will be subject to capital gains tax. 

Farmers disposing of a farm including farm land may deduct from any 
capital gain an amount of $1,000 for each year in which the farm was owned.

the value of the property con¬ 
cerned and this circumstance 
might not be easily established 
after the fact) remember that 
the valuation ! s only as good as 
the reputation and expertise of 
the valuator. 

In some fields of endeavour, 
it is necessary to obtain a li¬ 
cence or to pass a qualifying ex¬ 
amination before holding oneself 
out to be an expert. Even cred¬ 
entials may not be a guarantee 
that the valuation will stand up 
if questioned by that of other 
experts. 

3) While the value is supposed to 
be that on Valuation Day, most 
articles involved for the average 
taxpayer do not appreciate or 
depreciate so quickly that valua¬ 
tions made even considerably 
after the fact cannot easily be 
related to the value on Valuation 
Day. 

4) Certain kinds of property, of 
which listed securities are the 
best example, value themselves 
by quotations or other published 
values. 

5 It is customary to carry insur¬ 
ance on assets of any material 
value and the amount of insur- 
, ance coverage is perhaps evi¬ 
dence of value. 

6) Valuations of private companies 
involve a number of special con¬ 
siderations and advice should be 
sought individually for each 
case.
